418 QuEEN ELIzABETH AND Mary QUEEN oF Scots. Letters from 
Mauvissiere and Paul de Foix (the French Ambassador), to 
Catherine de Medicis, respecting a proposal for marriage 
between Charles IX and Elizabeth, and the affairs of Mary 
Stuart at the period of her marriage to Darnley; Letter from 
de Foix, 19 pp. fol., Londres, Feby: 18, 15665 : 


On the 8th of Feby. the courrier arrived with Catherine’s despatch, 
which having read, the French Ambassador asked for an audience with 
Elizabeth on the Sunday, who received him in the Hall of Presence 
where a ball was in progress. After mentioning the King and Queen- 
mother’s concern about her illness, he told her how greatly Catherine 
wished for a marriage between the King of France and_ herself. 
Elizabeth replied that she was greatly honoured, but considering his 
youth she laughingly suggested that her neighbour [Mary] was younger 

-and would be a more suitable match. Apart from the difference in age 
and the impossibility ef his residing in England, she felt she might be 
neglected like her sister Mary by the King of Spain, etc. De Foix 
pointed out that the King was in the flower of his youth, etc. Elizabeth 
replied that she did not wish to marry; if she did, her people would 
prefer an Englishman. She mentioned the Earl of Arundel, but gave 
reasons against both Arundel and Leicester. But she arranged an inter- 
view between the Ambassador and Cecil, whose views are quoted at 
great length. 


L.s. Mauvissiére, 6 pp. fol., May, 1565: 


He reached London on May Sth announcing a present for Elizabeth 
of camels and mules which arrived later safely. He and de Foix were 
received by Elizabeth, to whom he presented seven dolls which Catherine 
and Mme. de Savoye had coiffées, to show her the fashions in dress of 
the ladies of France. Elizabeth remarked that she would be only too 
pleased to dress as a French woman. ‘The camels were a rare sight 
in their velvet harness. 

He is going to Scotland and is to see Queen Mary, with whom the 
Queen of England is not very content, but gives her credit for a greater 
heart than she shows. 
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Lor 418—continued. 
A. L.s. Mauvissiére, 4 pp. fol., May 9, 1565: 

He was invited by Leicester to supper in the garden where there were 
many lords and ladies, after which the Queen came; her majesty called 
him to her and discussed many matters and spoke of the ambassador 
from the Emperor who had arrived, said she found in her kingdom 
more good Frenchmen than good imperialists or good Spaniards, and 
spoke to him freely about the King’s marriage; many things had been 
communicated to her which were greatly to his credit as the greatest 
and most virtuous prince on earth. If that were so she would espouse 
the King, but suggests that she and her little Kingdom are scarcely 
worthy of so great a King; what goodness and chastity were in her 
she would not yield to a girl who was a lover of worldly things, and 
if she were a poor young woman she would not marry, but as she 
wished to have pity on her subjects and her country, and that if God 
made such a marriage and gave them children they would not need 
to be the Emperor’s pensioners, nor of the King of Spain nor of any 
other prince, etc., etc. 


L.s. Paul de Foix, 10 pp. fol., Sept. 17, 1565: 


The Queen of England arranged with Mauvissiére measures for 
dealing with the disturbances in Scotland. Mary had ordered Randolph 
to placate Elizabeth and settle the differences between them, but if 
Elizabeth determined to mix herself up with her and her subjects she 
would have her to understand that she would not endure it from the 
Qn. of England or any other prince. She had full means to chastise 
her rebels; but Elizabeth replied that Mary, had twice refused to come 
to an understanding, but she would not meddle against her will though 
she greatly desired the pacification of Scotland with Mary’s consent, 
for the security of her subjects whom she had put into great danger and 
commenced a butchery, and that Elizabeth had admonished them not 
to take up arms against their queen. The Queen of Scots would be 
lucky if her husband [Darnley] had some of the wisdom which Mary 
had shown during the troubles in France. Catherine wished to in- 
vestigate with Elizabeth the sedition in Scotland and devise measures 
for suppressing it. 

Cecil told de Foix that the trouble dated from the time that Mary’s 
marriage to Lennox’s son was first mooted; since then all the tendencies 
have been against Religion, the Common Laws of the kingdom and the 
liberties of the nobility. By law the Duke and the Earl of Argyle 
were hereditary Counsillors of the Crown. Darnley was opposed to 
this, and wanted to be proclaimed King Henry at once. But Lennox’s 
son is of no account. Mary had done several things against religion 
and liberty, and Darnley had insulted and menaced Moray and tried 
to make him ‘draw,’ and this neighbouring sedition was perilous. 
Young Beaton brought a letter from Mary in which she said she was 
being urged to change her religion, and Elizabeth said it was only 
reasonable that she should not be forced to change against her con- 
science. They demanded that she should leave the Mass alone. The 
opposite party wished to take Darnley before the marriave and put him 
on board ship and deliver him to Elizabeth. Moray said Darnley wished 
it. Beaton mentions her two best counsellors, an Italian musician named 
David [Rizzio] given to her by Mousr. de Moretti, and Francisque, her 
Maitre d’Hotel. There would have been danger to the ship from the 
enmity. of Huntley’s son, Bothwell Sutherland and Seaton, all capital 
enemies of the Lords of the Congregation, and fugitives or banished. 
The Queen has banished Moray and Rothes. Morton has retired to 
his house, Lethington is always with Mary. Bothwell is said to be in 


Zeeland, 
L.s. Paul de Foix, 12 pp. fol., September 29, 1565: 


De Foix had written to Mary at the request of Elizabeth, regretting 
that she had been so badly advised, resulting in the ruin of her subjects. 
Elizabeth swore with oaths that she only wished all her own subjects 
showed her equal devotion. He advised her not to contravene the 
Treaty of Peace [Berwick] but she could enter Scotland with armed 
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men. She replied that before undertaking this she would inform him of 
her intentions and she was not doing anything unreasonable in guarding 
her state (though it was not in danger). She had sent to Rome and 
other states asking for succour in men and money, of which she had 
need to bring her subjects to obedience, although those so-called rebels 
were only 3 or 4 who wished to remain safe in their homes. She 
had given Moray the option to banish himself. The bearer left her 
advancing to Stirling where she would find her army of 15,000 men, 
mostly mounted, but the Lords had not more than 1,000 horse. He 
hoped she would capture them or force them to fly into England if they 
are not rescued by this Queen. He says also there are 21 earls and 
28 lords, but there are only 5 earls and 3 lords on Mary’s side, ready 
to do her commands, though most of these are Protestants. She has 
chosen John Balfour and John Leslie as her counsellors, and wont 
consult Lethington any longer. Bothwell arrived on the 21st to the 
Queen’s great pleasure, and promises to do her great service. ‘Lhe so- 
called King of Scotland has been badly received by the Scots on account 
of his arrogance and pride. but having been remonstrated with, has 
become more gracious and honest. and the Lords begin to like him. 
Bothwell has always been a good Catholic. Elizabeth’s Council has 
been sent for, and Norfolk, Arundel, Pembroke and Northampton have 
come, but there is a suspicion that some of them favour the Queen of 
Scots. Three of them have been warned not to plot for Mary. 
When the King of Scotland arrived in Scotland, Mary wanted to marry 
him, and asked Moray’s advice; he counselled her to await the will of 
her neighbouring princes and her lords. ‘The received it badly, and 
Moray remained out of favour with her, and being aware of this, 
retired to his house. ‘The Queen ordered the bearer to return to her; 
he took horse, but on the road he heard that some conspirators of the 
Court wished to kill him, so he made his way home. ‘Then Mary 
declared him a rebel. 

Touching Catherine’s remarks about the Archduke Charles, it is 
apparent that Elizabeth does not show him any affection, and the Pro- 
testants who form the greater part of the Goverment do not favour him, 
nor do Leicester and his faction.
